[PROPOSED] NEW EVIDENCE RULE 413. IMMIGRATION STATUS 


(a) Criminal Cases; Evidence Generally Inadmissible. In 
any criminal matter, evidence of a party's or a witness's immi- 
gration status shall not be admissible unless immigration sta- 
tus is an essential fact to prove an element of, or a defense to, 
the criminal offense with which the defendant is charged, or 
to show bias or prejudice of a witness pursuant to ER 607. 
The following procedure shall apply prior to any such pro- 
posed uses of immigratlon status evidence to show bias or 
prejudice of a witness: 

(1) A written pretrial motion shall be made that .includes 
an offer of proof of the relevancy of the proposed evidence. 

(2) The written motion shall be accompanied by an affi- 
davit or affidavits in which the offer of proof shall be stated. 

(3) If the court finds that the offer of proof is sufficient, 
the court shall order a hearing outside the presence of the 
jury. 

(4) The court may admit evidence of immigration status 
to show bias or prejudice if it finds the evidence is reliable, 
relevant, and that its probative value outweighs the prejudi- 
cial nature of evidence of immigration status. 

(5) Nothing in this section shall be construed to exclude 
evidence which would result in the violation of a defendant's 
constitutional rights. 

(b) Civil Cases; Evidence Generally Inadmissible. 
Except as provided in subsections (b)(l), evidence of a party's 
or_a witness's immigration status shall not be admissible 
unless immigration status is an essential fact to prove an ele- 
ment of a party's cause of action. 

(1) Post-Trial Proceedings. Evidence of immigration sta- 
tus may be submitted to the court through a post-trial motion: 

(A) Where a party, who is subject to a final order of 
removal in immigration proceedings, was awarded damages 
for future lost earnings; or 

(B) Where a party was awarded reinstatement to employ- 
ment. 

(2) Procedure to review evidence. Whenever a party 
seeks to use or introduce immigration status evidence, the 
court shall conduct an in camera review of such evidence. 
The motion, related papers, and record of such review may be 
sealed pursuant to GR 15, and shall remain under seal unless 
the court orders otherwise. If the court determines that the 
evidence may be used, the court shall make findings of fact 
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and conclusions of law regarding the permitted use of that 
evidence.

NONMEMBER LAWYER LICENSES TO PRACTICE LAW 


(a) - (e) Unchanged. 

(f) Exception for House Counsel. A lawyer admitted to 
the practice of law in any jurisdiction may apply to the Bar 
for a limited license to practice law as in-house counsel in 
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this state when the lawyer is employed in Washington as a 
lawyer exclusively for a profit or not for profit corporation, 
including its subsidiaries and affiliates, association, or other 
business entity, that is not a government entity, and whose 
lawful business consists of activities other than the practice 
of law or the provision of legal services. The lawyer shall 
apply by: 

(1) filing an application in the form and manner that may 
be prescribed by the Bar; 

(ii) presenting satisfactory proof of (I) admission to the 
practice of law and current good standing in any jurisdiction 
and (II) good moral character and fitness to practice; 

(iii) filing an affidavit from an officer, director, or gen- 
eral counsel of the applicant's employer in this state attesting 
to the fact the applicant is employed as a lawyer for the 
employer, including its subsidiaries and affiliates, and the 
nature of the employment conforms to the requirements of 
this rule; 

(iv) paying the application fees required of lawyer appli- 
cants for admission under APR 3; and 

(v) furnishing whatever additional information or proof 
that may be required in the course of investigating the appli- 
cant. 

(1) Upon approval of the application by the Bar, the law- 
yer shall take the Oath ferthePractice-of Law of Attorney, 
pay the current year's annual license fee and any mandatory 
assessments required of active lawyer members. The Bar 
shall transmit its recommendation to the Supreme Court 
which may enter an order granting the lawyer a license to 
engage in the limited practice of law under this section. 

(2) The practice of a lawyer licensed under this section 
shall be limited to practice exclusively for the employer, 
including its subsidiaries and affiliates, furnishing the affida- 
vit required by the rule and shall not include (i) appearing 
before a court or tribunal as a person admitted to practice law 
in this state, and (ii) offering legal services or advice to the 
public, or (iii) holding oneself out to be so engaged or autho- 
rized.

In situations where there was no trial, such as 
summary judgment or the granting of a pre-trial motion to 
dismiss, the language of the existing rule could be read as 
limiting the scope of review on those occasions where the 
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final order was subject to reconsideration. This amendment 
conforms the language of the rule to existing practice. 

As originally adopted in 1976, this provision was written 
to parallel the language of rule 5.2(e), a rule addressing the 
effect of post-trial motions on the timeliness of a notice of 
appeal. Both provisions included the word "post-trial" in the 
tule title and the text of the rule. Both rules were amended in 
1994.

(C) Purpose: The Washington Defender Association 
suggests changes to RALJ 9.3 that would require a superior 
court judge who decides a criminal RALJ appeal to consider 
the defendant's current or likely future ability to pay before 
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imposing costs of appeal. The proposed language is similar to 
language the Washington Supreme Court added to RAP 14.2 
effective January 31, 2017, and would give indigent people 
convicted of misdemeanors the same ability to appeal their 
convictions without having to weigh financial considerations 
that people convicted of felonies currently have. It would also 
increase uniformity between the RALJs and the RAPs. 


The Washington Supreme Court has recognized prob- 
lems with legal financial obligations (LFOs) when courts 
impose them on indigent people. These problems include 
increased difficulty becoming a productive member of soci- 
ety after a conviction, questionable recoupment of money by 
the government, and unequal administration of LFOs. See 
State v. Blazina, 182 Wn.2d 827, 836-37 (2015). These obsta- 
cles apply to misdemeanors as well as felonies. Changing 
RALJ 9.3 to more closely mirror RAP 14.2 would decrease 
the LFOs courts must impose on indigent misdemeanants.

Costs will be imposed against a party whose 
appeal is involuntarily dismissed unless that party is a crimi- 
nal defendant and the superior court judge determines the 
criminal defendant does not have the current or likely future 
ability to pay such costs. When the trial court has entered an 
order that a criminal defendant is indigent for purposes of 
appeal, that finding of indigency remains in effect unless the 
superior court judge determines by a preponderance of the 
evidence that the criminal defendant's financial circum- 
stances have significantly improved since the last determina- 
tion of indigency.

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SUBJECT: Two Day Notification Requirement for Secu- 
rity Breaches 


A security breach is the unauthorized acquisition of data 
that compromises the security, confidentiality, or integrity of 
personal information maintained by a person or business.? 

Two types of information are included within the secu- 
rity breach notification requirements: 


e personal information that seems reasonably likely to 
subject consumers to a risk of criminal activity,* and 

e unsecured protected health information which compro- 
mises the security or privacy of the consumer's protected 
information.° 


If a security breach of either of these types occurs, all 
licensees must notify the Insurance Commissioner. The noti- 
fication must be made in writing and must include the num- 
ber of consumers potentially affected and the actions being 
taken by the licensee. 

For breaches of personal information, the notification 
must be made within two (2) business days after determining 
that notification must be sent to consumers or customers, and 
that the breach seems reasonably likely to subject consumers 
to a risk of criminal activity.° 

For breaches of unsecured protected health information, 
the notification must be made within two (2) business days 
after the breach occurs. A security breach of unsecured pro- 
tected health information occurs the first day on which the 
breach is known to the licensee or the date when the breach 
should have been known to the licensee if reasonable dili- 
gence had been used.’ A licensee is considered to have 
knowledge of a breach if the event is known, or, by exercis- 
ing reasonable diligence, would have been known to any per- 
son who works for or is an agent of the licensee.’ 

Failure to notify the Insurance Commissioner is consid- 
ered an unfair practice.’ It may result in the levying of fines 
or an order to cease and desist the selling of insurance in the 
state of Washington under RCW 48.30.010. 

For a single breach of personal information that involves 
more than five hundred (500) Washington residents, the per- 
son or business must notify the Washington State Attorney 
General's Office. The breach of unprotected health informa- 
tion must also be reported and notification provided pursuant 
to 45 C.F.R. 164.400 through 164.410.
